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NEXUS eGate pilot launched at Peace Bridge

Trusted travellers are get¬ 
ting improved service at the 
border with the NEXUS pro¬ 
gram. 

Canada’s Minister of 
National Defence and 
Niagara Fads MP Rob 
Nicholson, with the Minister 
of Public Safety and 
Emergency Preparedness 
Steven Blaney announced at 
the Peace Bridge in Fort Erie 
Monday that Canada and 
the U.S. are improving 
NEXUS, Trusted Traveller 
and Trusted Trader pro- 

One of those improve¬ 
ments includes the 
Electronic Gate, or eGate 
pilot project, that gives 
NEXUS users extended ser¬ 
vice at the Peace Bridge. The 
project provides service to 
NEXUS users seven days a 
week, 24 hours a day in con¬ 
trast to its usual service from 
7 a.m. to 11 p.m. 

Monday was the official 
opening of the eGate pilot 
project although it unoffi¬ 
cially began May 26 and will 
continue for six months. 

The Peace Bridge is the 
third border crossing where 
the eGate has been installed. 
The program is also set up at 
two crossings in Quebec, in 
Lacolle and St. Armand. 

Blaney said the new pro¬ 
gram would make travelling 
between the U.S. “more fluid 
for trusted travellers.” 

During off-peak hours, a 
border services officer can 
stay in the office since the 
lane is equipped with a 
video surveillance camera 
and a two-way intercom 
system. 

Blaney said a NEXUS 
member is required to scan 
his or her card to pass 
through the entrance gate 
and drive up to the booth. 

An officer inside the office 
will question the traveller 
through the intercom and 
will raise a second gate once 


a decision has been made to 
let the traveller through or 
refer the traveller for a more 
detailed inspection. 

Blaney said the eGate pilot 
program is one example of a 
“long lasting friendship” 
between Canada and the 
U.S. 

Improving service and the 
flow of goods between both 
countries is important 
because the Canadian 
Border Services Agency 
oversees the flow of millions 


of visitors to both countries 
each year, Blaney said. 

"The CBSA processed 
about 3 million vehicles and 
5.7 million travellers last 
year,” he added. 

Nicholson said the pilot 
project is “a good fit for 
Niagara” and it’s also impor¬ 
tant “for the economy in this 

If the pilot program is 
successful, it will run at the 
Peace Bridge full time. 
Installation of the Nexus 


eGate program at other 
boarding crossings will be 
considered on a case-by- 
case basis. 

"These improvements fur¬ 
ther enhance our trade rela¬ 
tionship with our U.S. neigh¬ 
bours and highlight our 
shared commitment to a 
strong and effective border," 
Nicholson said. 

Blaney also announced 
the expansion of the 
Customs Self Assessment 
Platinum Program which 


offers streamlined clearance 
of goods for low risk, pre¬ 
approved companies. 
Blaney said importers who 
live in the U.S. or have their 
head office there are eligible 
to apply for the CSA import¬ 
er program. Previously, only 
non-resident importers in 
Canada or those with head 
offices there were eligible 
for the program. 

“Part of the Beyond the 
Boarder Action Plan which 
was announced in 2011 was 


to make the flow of goods 
between both countries easy 
and to stop contraband,” 
Blaney said. 

The CBSA also launched 
the Trusted Trader Portal 
that allows companies to 
submit online applications 
for the Partners in Protection 
program. The online service 
allows companies to man¬ 
age their memberships.

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Emerald ash borer is causing a problems in Niagara 



Certified arbourist Andrew 
Cook says he's fighting a war 
when it comes to invasive 
species. 

“We’re losing a generation 
of trees,” he says. 

Cook, who owns Andrew’s 
Tree and Shrub Care in 
Fonthill, says Niagara is los¬ 
ing its “war with the emerald 
ash borer”, a beetle that 
attacks all species of true ash 
trees. The beede was discov¬ 
ered in Windsor 
in 2002. The bee¬ 
tle is native to 
China and east¬ 
ern Asia. 

“About 80% of 
Fort Erie’s tree 
population is 
ash tree,” Cook 
explains why he 
is concerned. 

Within a few 
years’ time. 

Cook predicts 
a large portion 
of the town’s 
tree popula¬ 
tion will be 
dead. The 
emerald ash 
borer hasn't 
made itself 
fully known but 
Cook says time 
is running out to 
save ash trees.

it becomes dangerous. 

“When an ash trees die, they 
fall over pretty fast.” 

Cook says it’s also more cost 
effective and environmentally 
friendly to protect trees rather 
than cutting them down. 

“In the end, it will cost you 
more to cut down a tree and plant 
a new one in its place. It takes 
about 30 to 40 years for a tree to 
fully mature.”

Allen runs Last Chance 
Horse and Pony Rescue, a 
non-profit charity in 
Ridgeway that cares for 
horses that are abandoned 
or mistreated by former 
owners. 

“She was a solid blanket 
of burrs,” recalls Allen of the 
day she found Noelle, 
motioning toward the now 
healthy mare. "She had 
burrs in her eyes, she was 
full of rain rot.” 

Noelle and a quarter- 
horse named Lucky were 
dropped off at her doorstep 
Dec. 4 last year. Both horses 
were emaciated, so thin that 
Allen was unaware Noelle 
was 31/2 months pregnant 
at the time. 

“This guy," said Allen, 
motioning toward the stall 
next to Noelle’s that houses 
Lucky, “was skin and bones. 
It’s a wonder he came out 
OK, but he certainly did. 
He's very healthy.” 

It was him who was whin¬ 
ing Monday morning, alert¬ 
ing Allen to the birth of 
Malakye. 

Two days later, the small 
equine was unsteadily 
doing his best to nurse from 
his mother and greet the 
human visitors to his stall. 

Scratching an itch on his 
neck with his back leg 
proved a little too difficult 
for him at one point, and he 


tumbled in a full somersault 
when his equilibrium 
failed. 

Quickly regaining his 
footing, his little tail swished 
back and forth, almost dog¬ 
like. 

“The first day, it was so 
funny. When he nursed, his 
back feet would come up 
and he’d fall over,” chuckles 
Allen. 

The paddocks of the small 
Ridgeway farm are full of 
animals, each with their 
own story about how and 
why they came to call the 
Last Chance farm home. 

The rescued animals are 
brought back to health, then 
rehabilitated. It’s difficult to 
teach an animal to trust 
again after it was mistreat¬ 
ed, but Allen knows what 
she is doing. 

Sitting on the floor of the 
stall, hands reach out to 
stroke Noelle’s new baby 
while Noelle stands by, 
calmly looking on. 

Malakye is the centre of 
attention. 

He stands only about two 
feel tall at the shoulders and 
isn’t much bigger — if at all 
— than an average German 
shepherd. But that is part of 
his breed. Allen says the 
concave shape of his fore¬ 
head indicates that he is a 
miniature horse, and when 
fully grown he’ll likely be 34 
to 38 inches tall. 


“We rescue the animals, 
rehabilitate them, then put 
them into programs for the 
community," said Allen. 

The programs include 
visits from clients at 
Community Living, respite 
care for young people and 
therapy visits to nursing 
homes, all provided free of 
charge. In addition, the Last 
Chance also holds a sum¬ 
mer camp and gives riding 
lessons. 

The farm has an open- 
door policy for equine drop- 
offs, although the stalls are 
not limited to horses and 
ponies. They also have a 
goat and donkey that call 
file Last Chance home. 

“I’m training him for 
nursing homes," says Allen. 
“He’s going to be quite the 
character, I think. He’s had a 
lot of handling ... they are 
great therapy for the 
seniors.” 

Running a charity that 
depends solely on dona¬ 
tions is a challenge. 
Currently, Allen does not 
have enough hay to last the 
winter and is need of volun¬ 
teers, donations and spon¬ 
ge do need help with 
donations,” she says. “We’re 
trying to get our hay in for 
the winter."

Ash trees 
must be 
protected, 
not cut down 


Dear Editor, 


It’s very disturbing to 
me that some city 
arborists and managers 
in the Niagara region have 
recommended the remov¬ 
al of all true ash trees to 
their councillors and 
homeowners. 

Renewal planting of 
young trees is always a 


good idea but removing 
large, healthy trees to be 
replaced by young imma¬ 
ture trees is not. Especially 
when there are facts and 
studies available that 
prove many trees can be 

For example, the Town 
of Oakville began treating 
their ash tree population 
in 2008 through 2009 with 
a natural systemic insec¬ 
ticide that is safe, effec¬ 
tive and affordable called 
TreeAzin. 

This product was devel¬ 
oped by the Canadian 
Forest Service in collabo¬ 
ration with BioForest 
Technologies in Sault Ste. 
Marie. These groups are 
truly responsible stew¬ 
ards of our forests. 
Treeazin is produced in 
Canada from Neem Tree 
seed extracts and is 


injected into the trunk 
from May to August every 

A long-term study of 
the Town of Oakville 
showed 94% of the trees 
treated with TreeAzin 
were healthy at the end of 
2013. 

This is a successful 
model for other munici¬ 
palities to follow. 

Preserving our urban 
forests should not be an 
option. It should be a pri¬ 
ority for many reasons. 

Fact: large urban trees 
provide lower outdoor 
temperature and save on 
cooling costs for build¬ 
ings. 

Fact: they act as wind 
break, lowering heating 

Fact: Large trees absorb 
young trees, reducing 


run-off. 

Fact: Large trees pro¬ 
vide shelter for wildlife, 
and provide oxygen abun¬ 
dantly and remove toxins 
and carbon monoxied 
from our aire more effi¬ 
ciently than young trees 
do. 

Fact: It can take 30 or 40 
years for young trees to 
give us these benefits we 
already have. 

These facts considered, 
aren’t they worth saving? 

Welland city arborist 
Aurelio Magazzeni was 
quoted in a local newspa¬ 
per in March that it is in 
every best interest to 
removed all ash trees. 
Certified arborists are 
supposed to foster a 
greater public awareness 
of the benefits of trees, 
not tree removal. 

Emerald Ash Borer, the 


invasive beetle that is 
devastating our forests, 
was discovered in 
Windsor in 2002. 

Niagara’s municipali¬ 
ties knew it was only a 
matter of time but had 
years to develop a com¬ 
prehensive plan to deal 
with the problem prior to 
its arrival. 

Not all true ash trees 
can be saved but many 
can, and it is proven. 

Recently, the Town of 
Lincoln put forth a 
request for tenders on an 
Emerald Ash Borer treat¬ 
ment program. 

Sadly, this plan doesn’t 
include treating any ash 
trees. Isn’t treatment the 
optimal word? 

This plan calls for the 
removal of 300 ash trees 
to be replaced by 125 
young trees of different 


species. Well down. 

Chainsaws are not 
treatments. 

It will cost more to 
remove and replace them 
unless you only replace a 
little more than third of 
what you remove as being 
done at the Town of 
Lincoln. 

People who make deci¬ 
sions while ignoring the 
facts cannot call them¬ 
selves responsible stew¬ 
ards of the urban forest- 
just poor decision mak- 

Preservation is more 
economical and respon¬ 
sible than removal.

There at the end of 
the point to the north was 
a large nest. Two of the 
largest birds I had ever 
seen as a fourteen year old 
were circling the nest. 
Ospreys! They were per¬ 
manent residents there for 
many years. To watch these 
birds fish was quite a 
sight. 


My young family, three 
children at that time,were 
at Buffalo Museum of 
Science. Good wife, Elaine, 
took the children while I 
sat down and sketched the 
osprey on display. I had 
that drawing for many 
years. In recent years the 
late Bob Chambers and I 
saw up close a pair of 
ospreys on their nest on 
the Grand River. 

My greatest sightings 


were near Irwin Lodge in 
the Kawartha Lake District. 
Plenty of these beautiful 
birds. The son’s owner took 
us on an extensive boat 
ride visiting various nest 
sites. Memorable time for 
an osprey lover. 

Note: I have seen bald 
eagles lose their fish catch 
several times. Not so the 
osprey. Examine its feet, 
there are barbs on them!

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Politicians call again for end to deer hunts

Niagara Region is again 
calling for an end to deer 
hunts in Short Hills 
Provincial Park. 

Citing concerns for public 
safety, regional councillors 
on the corporate services 
committee voted recently to 
send a letter to the Ministry 
of Natural Resources 
requesting it not allow future 

The region has in the past 
written letters to the premier 
and minister of natural 
resources stating its opposi¬ 
tion to hunting in the 
680-hectare park. 

Through a long-standing 
treaty agreement, 

Haudenosaunee aboriginal 
hunters have been allowed 
into the closed park to kill 
deer with bows and arrows. 
A first hunt in the park took 
place over four days in 
January 2013 and a second 
was held for eight days in 
November 2013. 

The committee decision 
came after a presentation 
from Short Hills Wildlife 
Alliance members Robin 
Zavitz and Sheila Krekorian, 
who have opposed the hunt 
from the start. 

Zavitz, whose Roland Rd. 
property abuts the park, reit¬ 
erated safety concerns she 
expressed to councillors in 
May: native hunters on her 
property, despite the fact the 
MNR created a no-hunt buf¬ 
fer zone between the park 
and private property, a 
wounded deer found on a 


neighbour’s land, and an 
arrow lodged in a tree on her 
property she said was not 
there prior to the November 
hunts. 

The MNR said in May an 
investigation by it and 
Niagara Regional Police 
found no evidence of hunt¬ 
ers trespassing on private 
property. 

"The only thing that I can 
see that would be safe, is to 
stop the hunt in Short Hills 
park. And I want to ask coun¬ 
cil if they will do that with 
whatever persuasion, clout, 
legal means that you have 
available,” Krekorian said. 

"We have shown that the 
MNR cannot secure the park, 
cannot control the activities 
of the hunters and cannot 
provide for public safety.” 

Pelham Mayor Dave 
Augustyn, the co-chair of the 
corporate services commit¬ 
tee, noted the MNR beefed 
up security at the park on 
the hunt days in November. 

"My read of it...is that it 
didn’t work,” he said. 

He tabled a motion to 
forward wildlife alliance 
documents to the MNR and 
to ask the ministry to put an 
end to the hunts because of 
safety concerns. 

“I think the evidence is 
compelling that the Ministry 
of Natural Resources cannot 
guarantee public safety. It’s 
just impossible,” Augustyn 
said. 

St. Catharines Coun. Bruce 
Timms agreed. 

“For me, it’s simply a 
matter ofpublic safety. There 
does not appear to be any

way to make this hunt safe,” 
he said. 

After Timms spoke, Port 
Colborne Mayor Vance 
Badawey, seconded by 
Lincoln Mayor Bill Hodgson, 


moved to limit talk on the 
motion by asking the chair 

“Are you serious?” St. 
Catharines Coun. Andy 
Petrowski said when the 


majority of the committee 
agreed with Badawey. "That 
is brutal.” 

“Keep the soapbox for the 
lobby,” Badawey said to 
Petrowski. 


Committee members 
passed Augustyn's motion. It 
now needs approval of coun- 
cil-of-the-whole.

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Gates invites Wynne to a day at the races

Niagara Falls MPP Wayne 
Gates has extended an invita¬ 
tion for Premier Kathleen 
Wynne to visit the Fort Erie 
Race Track. 

“Tve sent a letter to the pre¬ 
mier asking her to visit the 


track because I feel it’s impor¬ 
tant,” Gates said. 

He is encouraging Wynne 
to spend time at the historic 
racetrack on July 29 when it 
will host the 79th Prince of 
Wales Stakes, the second 
jewel in the Canadian Triple 

“On this day, anywhere from 
10,000 to 12,000 people will 


be watching the races,” Gates 
said. 

Over the course of the last 
six months, the MPP has gone 
door to door in the Niagara 
Falls riding to talk to his con¬ 
stituents. Many residents told 
him they “want to see their 
communities thriving again.” 

In Fort Erie, Gates said resi¬ 
dents want to see the race¬ 


track renewed again, but it 
can’t survive on 37 race days. 

Gates believes the racetrack 
needs “at least 72 to 77 race 
days” and “the slots program 
needs to return to the track” 
for the facility to become sus¬ 
tainable. 

“If the premier visited, I 
think it would help her to 
understand the importance 


of the racetrack and how it 
impacts the community.” 

Gates said “jobs are impor¬ 
tant” and if the premier visits 
Fort Erie, she will be able to 
see how the racetrack pro¬ 
vides about 1,000 jobs in the 
community. 

“This is a real opportunity to 
show off what we have to 
offer,” Gates said. 


Gates thinks a long-term 
solution for the racetrack is 
necessary to build a stronger 
economy in Fort Erie by 
attracting businesses and 
securing jobs. 

“We must reverse the trend 
of empty plazas and high 
unemployment and get new 
business into empty store¬ 
fronts,” he added.

A filly with ties to Fort 
Erie is quickly making a 
name for herself in the 
horse racing industry. 

Lexie Lou won her first 
Queen’s Plate victory at the 
beginning of this month. 

"It was definitely mixed 
emotions for us,” said Fort 
Erie resident Gord Ross. 

The filly was named after 
his daughter, three-year- 
old Lexie Ross. 

Gord’s father John Ross,

I wish 
she was still ours,” Gord 
said.

Gord’s wife Shannon 
said their daughter Lexie 
doesn’t realize her name¬ 
sake is quickly becoming 
part of horseracing history. 

“Lexie still doesn’t 
understand what's happen¬ 
ing with Lexie Lou. She has 
no idea about money. She 
just thinks she going to go 
see horses," Shannon said. 

John is currently training 
a horse that he has named 
after Lexie’s sister, five- 


month-old Brooklyn. His 
new horse is named 
Brooklynsway. 

Gord was disappointed 
to learn that Lexie Lou 
won’t be racing in the 
Prince of Wales Stakes at 
Fort Erie Race Track on July 
29. This will be the fourth 
year in a row that the Plate 
winner didn’t compete in 
the Prince of Wales.

Perham traveled to 
Uganda where there had 
been a war since 1986 
between the government 
and the Lord’s Resistance 
Army, a group of rebels. 
About “two million people 
were forced into camps 


and settlements” by the 
war, and service from the 
humanitarian community 
to help these people “were 
uneven” due to insecurity 
on the roads between the 
camps and towns. 

She was then sent as part 
of the United Nations’ 
Emergency Response 
Team that provided assis¬ 
tance to people in need 
during the Ivory Coast cri¬ 
sis, in the capital, Abidjan, 
and the Horn of Africa cri¬ 
sis, at the Dadaab Refugee 
Camps, in Kenya, in 2011. 

“For those who are like 
me and want to assist peo¬ 
ple in the most terrible sit¬ 
uations, this is the holy 
grail of response teams,” 
Perham said. 

“We go to support areas 
that are receiving refugees 
urgently." 

At times, Perham could 
be expected to leave with 
72 hours’ notice to provide 
assistance to communities 

Perham and the team 
she worked with was 
responsible for setting up 
refugee camps and work¬ 
ing to ensure the displaced 
people were fed, clothed 
and received proper care 
including access to health 
services, education and 
security. 

Perham can travel with 
only 72 hours’ notice and 
has assisted in war-torn 
countries, including con¬ 


flict-affected parts Nigeria. 

Perham most recently 
spent time in Ethiopia 
assisting refugees before 
she came home in June to 
visit with her family. 

Being away from her 
loved ones in Canada is 
difficult, Perham doesn’t 
see herself returning to 
Canada permanently any 

"I’ve thought about it, 
but there’s something 
that’s hindering it,” Perham 
said. 

Perham said it is her 
dream to help other people 
and it’s something she will 
do as long as she is able 

The 35 year-old also met 
“the love” of her life in 
Uganda, and because of 
government policy, he isn’t 
able to travel to Canada at 
this time,” she said. 

"The love of my life is a 
Ugandan.”

Fort Erie 
has already made two appli¬ 
cations into program, one 
for $25,000 and another for 
$50,000. 


Though it has yet to be 
approved, once it has Teal 
says it will maximize use of 
and public access to the 
waterfront. It will also help 
determine areas where it’s 
worth public investment in 
waterfront. 

Another major improve¬ 
ment is the removal and 
reconstruction of the 
Central Ave. Bridge which 
should take place around 
November this year. 

Another improvement 
Teal sees is Dominion Rd. 
construction. Within five 
years, Teal says “Dominion 
Rd. should be completely 
dealt with. Craft and Buffalo 
Rd. will be reconstructed 
this year. All the other sec¬ 
tions of Dominion have 
been evaluated in terms of 
condition.’' 

Also coming up is a 2017 
refit for Gilmore Lodge 
senior’s complex, which 
was built in the 1980s. Teal 


says That Fort Erie is benefi¬ 
cial to those 65 and older 
because living well in Fort 
Erie is cheaper than other 
areas. “I don’t think there’s 
any better place to be than 
Fort Erie or the region of 
Niagara. All of our tourism 
benefits, lifestyle benefits, 
proximity to the water [make 
it worthwhile]." 

Teal says his term back 
was enjoyable. "I’ve always 
enjoyed the interplay of the 
various representatives. 
There are 31 people on a 
council, including the 
chairman.” 

“Niagara is a large place 
geographically. Therefore, 
not only do I get to look at 
the interests of the people 
of Fort Erie, but I also get to 
have input on issues that 
are region wide,” he adds. 

This, he says, makes him a 
better public servant "You 
learn from everyone you 
meet with, It’s a very enrich¬ 


ing experience." 

Teal hopes to continue 
with the progress council 
made this term. 

"I always have greatrespect 
for my colleagues. I think 
we’ve made, as a council, a 
lot of progress. I hope we 
have disposed of some nag¬ 
ging issues. There’s really a 
new approach taking place 


at the region.” 

“I don’t run against people. 
I run an office” Teal says of 
those running against him 
for a position in regional 
council. 

"We’re all here forthe same 
reason: we’re trying to make 
society better." 

Teal was first elected to 
regional council in 1980, and 


served until 1997. 

During his time away from 
council, Teal served in the 
Fort Erie Chamber of 
Commerce. His interest in 
council was reignited after 
being tapped for 2009 Mayor 
Doug Martin’s Mayor’s Task 
Force to save services at the 
Douglas Memorial 
Hospital.

My dad grew up in the 
prairies and all my grow¬ 
ing years he would tell us 
how difficult it was to 
watch the rain clouds come 
and then pass by as the 
land and crops parched

Having a litde one in the 
space again brought to

'sometimes' danger of 
growing things: here’s a 
short list to remind me, 
and perhaps yourself that 
beauty can be deadly too. 

Avoid Foxglove, for 
although they are pretty 
the leaves and flowers and 
seeds are deadly to 
humans, cats, goats, dogs 
cattle and horses. 

Another one that comes 
to mind is Daphne: all 


parts of the plant danger¬ 
ous to humans and cats 
and dogs. 

The other pretty one is 
Bleeding Heart which is 
also dangerous to humans 
and cats & cattle. I have 
allergies to some plants as 
well and must be careful 
when working with them, 
so I think it is a good idea 
to have a plan in place just 

My plan includes anti¬ 
histamines and an imme¬ 
diate trip to the hospital. 

My up north neighbour 
always advised me to put 
mud on the rash or sting as 
this does slow the reac¬ 
tion. 

However, the best course 
is avoidance of the prob¬ 
lem plant or keeping 
wrapped up so there is no 
skin contact when working 
with the plants. I have not 
allowed allergies to stop 
me from my work with 
many growing things, I just 
think it is wise to be pre¬

Mosquito hunter

It’s a love-hate relationship 
— mosquitoes love us, we 
can’t stand them. 

Well, most humans can’t 
stand them, Bryan Giordano 
being an exception. 

The 24-year-old Brock 
University PhD student says 
while we humans consider 
them pests that could poten¬ 
tially spread disease, mosqui¬ 
toes have some redeeming 
qualities—bats, birds, fish and 
other creatures consider them 

These days, however, 
Giordano’s days are occupied 
with the bad side of mosqui¬ 
toes—the transmission of dis- 

He is part of mosquito 
expert and Brock professor 
Fiona Hunter’s team of gradu¬ 
ate students studying the 
pests. While most people do 
their darndest to avoid mos¬ 
quitoes, Giordano is charged 
with attracting and catching 
them. Hedoesgetto kill them, 
though. 

He said the study, which 
began in May, is to identify 
which mosquitoes in Ontario 
are the most efficient at trans¬ 
mitting West Nile virus. 

Of the 60 species of mos¬ 
quitoes found in the province, 
Giordano said 13 are known 
carriers of West Nile, which 
they can transmit to humans 
via the bug’s proboscis (the 
straw from which it sucks our 
blood). 

“That’s kind of important to 
note. A lot of people think all 
mosquitoes are out to get 
them, but that’s not really 
true,” Giordano said. 

Mosquitoes get the virus 
after feeding on an infected 
bird. While most people 
infected with the virus -70%

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New rose symbolizes 
the War of 1812

In 1814, a single rose 
became the symbol of the 
Treaty of Ghent, the docu¬ 
ment that ended the War of 
1812 after nearly three years 
of fighting and defined the 
border separating Canada 
and the U.S. 

Last Wednesday —200 
years after the treaty was 
signed—a ceremonial rose 
developed expressly for the 
treaty was planted at 
Queenston Heights and 
Historic Fort Erie, both sites 
of significant batdes in the 
War of 1812. 

A delegation from Belgium 
on hand for the commemo¬ 
ration had travelled to 
Ottawa earlier in the week, 
where a rose was also plant¬ 
ed. When it left Niagara, it 
headed for Old Fort Niagara 
in Youngstown, 

N. Y, and Washington, D.C. 
for two more events com¬ 
memorating the success of 
the treaty, which was signed 
in the Flemish city of Ghent 
Dec. 24,1814. 

Niagara Parks Commission 
chair Janice Thomson was 
at the ceremonial planting 
at Queenston Heights last 
Wednesday. 

"This rose will be allowed 
to flourish on these grounds, 


just as the friendships 
between Belgium, Canada 
and the U.S. have flourished 
over the last 200 years," she 

Thomson referred to the 
relationship between 
Canada and the U.S. as a 
"friendship forged in fire” 
200 years ago, and to the 
rose as a symbol of the 
friendships firmly estab¬ 
lished between the two 
countries and the commu¬ 
nity of Ghent. 

The actual variety of the 
Peace Treaty Rose has been 
lost and forgotten over the 
past 200 years, the crowd 
gathered at Queenston 
Heights heard, so a special 
rose has been developed to 
be planted In the three 
countries this year. 

Michel Vermaerke, presi¬ 
dent of the Royal Society for 
Agriculture and Botany in 
Belgium, began the quest 
for the perfect rose about 
three years ago. 

Although his home coun¬ 
try is noted for its horticul¬ 
ture, he said, he went to an 
American company to culti¬ 
vate the rose—one that 
would be similar to the orig¬ 
inal, but hardier in this cli¬ 
mate and more disease- 
resistant. 

Although the original rose, 
which was just gaining pop¬ 


ularity in Europe 
at the time, "might 
have been pink," 
he said, yellow 
was chosen for 
the commemora- 

^“Thlfrose is now 
the queen of flow¬ 
ers,” he said. 

"And we know 
this one that has 
been created for 
the occasion will 
withstand the test 
of time, just as the 
treaty has. We 
chose yellow 
because it’s the 
colour of joyful¬ 
ness, happiness, 
freedom and ulti¬ 
mately peace.

LYME DISEASE: WHAT MAKES If TICK? 

As temperatures begin to finally rise across southern Ontario after several weeks of 
gloomy weather, many Niagara residents are eager to bring out their summer wardrobe. 
However, it doesn’t take long before we quickly remember that along with the summer 
heat comes the return of mosquitoes, spiders, and ticks. In Ontario, most residents are 
well informed about the illnesses mosquitoes can spread and ways of protecting yourself. 
But how informed are we about ticks? 

There are many different species of ticks; however, the one that is of concern is the 
blacklegged tick, also known as the deer tick. This sesame seed sized tick can be the 
host to the bacteria that can cause Lyme disease, which, if untreated, can result in 
arthritis, heart problems, and various nervous system problems. The American brown dog 
tick is approximately half a centimeter and has not been shown to carry Lyme disease. 
The Niagara region has a high concentration of ticks, especially in the areas surrounding 
Lake Erie. The Niagara Health Department recommends wearing pants and long sleeved 
shirts when walking in wooded areas to minimize the chances of a tick bite. 

If you notice a tick has attached to your skin, it should be removed immediately by 
grabbing the head with a pair of tweezers and pulling straight up. Do not try to burn the 
tick off of the skin using a match or lighter. The area should be then be washed with 
soap and water. If you are unable to remove the entire tick, you should give your doctor a 
call and they can remove it for you. The tick can be brought to the health department for 
analysis to see if it was infected with the bacteria that causes Lyme disease. 

Ticks often pick up the bacteria that cause Lyme disease while feeding on infected 
rodents. However, it should be noted that most ticks are not carriers. 

The majority of people who are bitten by ticks do not develop Lyme disease, however 
if you notice a red bullseye rash on the skin, develop a fever, headache or muscle and 
joint pains, you should seek medical attention. The symptoms typically develop within 
1 to 2 weeks of a bite. Lyme disease can often be cured with antibiotics if treatment is
